The following is an-exiended account of the 
business transacted at yesterday's mecting of

With regard to the proposed standings orders, 
the President said it was evidenuy the wish of 
the Government that applications regarding 
exemptions froin the provision of open spaces 
should he dealt with by the full Board, A 

_¢ Mmunication (o that effect had been received 
“from Ure Colonial Seerctary, and the-efore he 
did not propare to € rther deal with the first 
of the proposed adiditional standi: y orders, 
With relsieuce to the second, it would exredite 
the business of the isnard, if it was agreed to by 
the members, He thought the agenda of the 
Present meetiny would show that some such 
stasding order was necessiry, otherwise they 
would have something over 22 Gr 24 of such 
applications wa deal wih practically at each 
inceting of the’ Board. [le moved that the 
Board wase this standing order, 

The Vice-President secanded. : 

Mr. Hewett, ia oppo.ing the motiun, said that 
atthe last inecting of the Board he bad stated 
his objections to ihe insertion of these st.ndiny 
orders, and he was vlad to find thal, so far as 
concer ed that .inest important: one, the 
Government had fallen in with their views. Et 
was most important that maters of this sort 
should’ be cuit wiel by the full Board, in sup- 
port of his c vlention he could only te; eat 
what he had aid at the list meeting. Speake 
ing for himself, acd de bebeved for all the 
unofficial netibers af the’ Board, they were 
very busy men, ancl it wos Lapassible for them 
to pive close attention to matters citculated on 

apers orto decade by such a means whether a 
Fevnce should be granted or not, The other 
night, when leaving his office at 5 o'ecluck, he 
had two tin boxes cho..k full of papers from the 
Board put i to bis hands, and another was 
brought the following marning, ‘These papers 
he had to sh throu:h as quickly as possible, 
because the meeting was to be held that after- 
noon and the other members had to sce them, 
He could n.t therefore take tine to consider 
the matters dealt. with, snd he thought it very 
much better that they should be discussed by 
the full Board, Ifa man proposed to start in 
business as x byker or asa boiler of fat, he dif 
not make up his mind all at once. He bnew 

“what be wis going to do weeks or months be- 
fore, whether he wanted a new licence granted 
or an old one renewed, :nd if it was necessary 
for him to give earlier notice to the Board he 
could dose, Wihou comuiert ng on the way 
the work was dove, cr making any unfavour- 
able criticism in the matter at all, it appeared 
to him that there must be some way of getting 
these applications through more quickly, aud if 
a way could not be found t' ¢ applicants should 
be made to understand that it took a certain 
amount of time to get their applications passed 
through, and that they must make any applica- 
tions in geod time any way. # 

The President—I0 you move an amerid- 
ment? : 

Mr. Slewett—Yes; my amendment is to 
negative the proposal. . : 

Mr. Pollock supported the remarks of \ rr. 
Hewett. There was 10 doubt, he thought, that 
in order to get 1 atters thoroughly threshed out 
it was advisable that they should be discussed 

_and deliberated by the whole’ Board. It was 
matter of common knowledge that two heads 
are better than one, and that by criticising a

SANITARY SURVEY R'S REPORT. 

Regarding Mr, Poll.ck’s | minute on this 
matter, the President said it.was not to in- 
sufficiency of staff that the draina:e plans 
of sa many houses were catried forward, 
Frequently plans were’ sent in ‘some years 
even before the work was campleted, and a 
ceitificate nould not be given until the house 
was properly finished, The Surveyor had totd 
him that he had just inspected som* houses in 
Seymour Road for which the plans were sent 
in‘ August, igor, and which wore not yet 
completed. 

THE PUBLIC H“ALTH BILL, 
Regarding the notice of motion by Mr, 
Pollock : : 
Mr. Rumjahn minuted:—Many sections of 
the Ordinince. require amending. ‘The total 
abolition of cubicles, including thase provided 
with windows opening into the open air, is not 
the object aimed at by the /ramers of the Bill, 
but has the effect of inflictiig unnecessary 
hardships on the poyulation, ard of endanger- 
ing the prosperity of the Culony. Uniess a 
comprehensive scheme of reconstructing our 
insanitary dwelling: is adopted plague and 
kindred diseases will he always with us and 
all monies ¢xpended to combat these diseases 
_ will be only thrown away.” 
. Me. Lau Chu Pak minuied —' I have great 
pleasure in supporting the me, bn, As the Or. 
inance stands at present it id impossible and 
unreasonible to. expect tre inhabitants to 
conform themselves to its requirements: No 
provision has been made to house the poor 
who will be displaced und to compensate 
owners for structural a'terations of their houses, 
without which in the sense of the definition of 
external air no rooms or cvbicles can be 
maintained or erected in about 90 per cent. of 
the existing houses both European and Chinese 
alike, Atthe confidential mecting held by the 
Board to discuss the advisability of enforcing 
-the Ordinance it was then speculated that 
the prop:rty-owners night arrive at some 
scheme or would, us the Government hid 
been led to believe, pull down every third 
house so as to facilitate the carrying out 
‘of the lay, But it has since been proved that 
the property-owners had not the least inclina- 
tion to follow that idea and I do not blame 
them for repudiating it without compensation, 
Every law inflicts a certain amount of hardship, 
but no hardship would be anything like what 
is likely to be irflicted by the present Or- 
dinance, ‘The majority of the population is 
Chinese, and their tenement houses are so 
peculiarly constructed that every storey is simply 
one long room, commonly called a floor or flat, 
The rent of each of such floors ranges from $8 
per month in the poorest districts to $75 per 
month in the busiest part ofthe city. \ Very few 
can afford to take a whole floor. Generally 
three or four families share it together. Under 
the present Ordinance they cannot doso and 
very likely two families will have to pay the 
samo reptas four havo been paying. this ma 
be a secondary consideration as compared wit 
the depriving them ofthe little decency they 
have hitherto enjoyed. Itis a well-known fact 
that none of the existing Chinese tenement 
houses, with the exception of the corner ones, 
opens directly into the external air, and conse- 

uently no floor can be partitioned off to secure 
the necessary privacy to the men and women 
of the different families living together. Even 

members of the ‘same family ‘must have a 

certain amount of privacy, [t would not be 
in accordance witb propriety for parents and 
rowneup children or masters and servants to 
exd together in full view of each other. The 
object of the Ordinance is to relieve over- 
\ ‘erowding, which can be attained by increasing 


ie the habitable a-ea for each adult, as it has 


already bten done, and not to deprive people 
of their domestic privacy, There are other 
circumstances calling for prompt investigation. 
It.is-no we making a law which is beyond the 
abity ofthe people to: obey, even If they wish 


THE HONGKON 


In moving the resolution standing in hs 
name, Mr, Pollock said he thought it must, be 
apparent to every member of the Board that 
the legislation which wis passedwith reference 
to cubicles and was contained in Ordinance 1 
of 1903 was unworkable in practice. No 
douh? the Government when it passed. Section 
154 of that Ordinance must have been under 
the impression that every third house was 
likely shortly ‘to be pulled down and that 
lateral windows were going to he made in the 
side-walls of the houses and that in that way 
the cubicles in he hou ¢3 would receive light 
andair, That was no doubt the impression in 
the minds of the Government when that section 
was passed, l>vt he thought it was quite obvious 
now that every third house was not likely to be 
pulled down under existing arringements, and, 
furthermore, he believed it was extremely 
doubtful whether it would be sile in the case 
of old houses in the Colony to pill dawn every 
third house. This Colony is subject to 
typhoons and heavy rains and he imagined 
that in the cise ofold houses the taking down 
of every third house would bea very danger- 

ous operation unless some very expensiv: 
inethod were employed to prevent the houses 
on each side from collapsing into the middle 
and thereby ereiling a worse slate of affairs 
than existed at present. In view of the fact that 
it was not likely that every thin hause would 
be taken down ; the effect of Section 145 of 
this Ordinance, assuming thatthe Magistrate 
held partitidans to be legal at all, woul! be 
that cubicles could he grouped round the 
windows, and all the rest of the floar which was 
not taken up by thee: bicles w. uldbe very dark, 
very badly ventilated, and, one might say, prac- 
tically useless for any purpose whatsoever. 
Now, this was as different as almast anything 
could be from the scheme which was passed by 
the Legislature as late as rg0t, In Ordinance 
13 of 1901, sub-section (¢) of section 70, it was 
expressly provided that no partilion should be 
erected or, if already existing, allowed to 
remain nearer than four fect toany window the 
area of which was included in the calculating 
the window area specified in sub-section (e); 
therefore the Legislature in 19"1expressty laid 
it dawn asa principle that it was not advisable 
to have cubicles built raund windows and no 
partition should bectected or if aleady existing 
should be allowed to remain nearer than four 
rfeet to any window, . Therefore the practical 
effect obviously of section 154 of Ordinance 1 
of 1903 wou!d be that if it was des'ved to main= 
tain cubicles on the floors at all—and no doabt 
that was very necatsary in the case of family 
houses— every single cubicle which was either 
originally in confurmity with Ordinance 13 of 
{got or which atterwards was altered and made 
to conform ¥ th That law would, as it seemed 
to him, be legal’ under the provisions of 
section 154. of Ordinance 1 of 1903, That 
meant that alterations which had been made 
very little more. than two yenrs ago were 
now declared to be wrong, lo be illegal, 
and something further had to be done. 
That was a very tnsatisfactory state of affairs 
inte which they had got, and he thought it 
was very necessary that a sub-committee of the 
Board should be appointed to look into the 
‘question of amending the Public Health 
Ord.nance 1 of 1903, with special reference to 
this question of cubicles, There were no 
doubt other points also would require to be 
looted into, bu! it was this questian of cubicles 
that, was the burning question of the day. 
becauseheunder tood that quiterecently notices 
had been'served with reference tocertain houses 
and that there were proceedings some con- 
cluced, some still per ding, before the Police 
Magistrate with reference to cubicles, He did 
not know whether the other members of the 
Bo rd were of the same opinion, but he tho ‘ght 
that in view of the fact that it was obvious that 
section 1§4 of the Ordinance would require 
i some amendment, it was extremely desirable 
that after a sufficient number of cases had been 
taken in ‘the Police Court, constituting test- 
cases, the. Board should, stay itshand and not 
take any further proceedings with reference 
tocubicles, ‘There was no doubtit would be a 
very great hardship if persons now had to re- 
move cubicles which in consequence of amend- 
ments recommended by (he Board and adapted 
by the Government were afterwards found not 
to be iflezal. That, he thought, wauld be a 
very lainentable state of ffairs and therefore it 
was desirable that the Board at the present 
lime should not take action in regard to eubi- 
cles but only take such actionas was neces- 
sary to bring certain points before the Magis- 
trate for his decision. Otherwite there was no 
doubt the people would feel very much aggriev- 
ed if they had to remove cubicles which were 
sanctioned by amendments thatmight be made 
on the Ordinance and which they would not 
have been ompelled to remove if the amend- 
nents had been passed into law. ‘"e felt 
bound to make this criticism upon the provi- 
sions of this Ordinance, but he was perfectly 
well aware, and he was sure they were all 
aware. that it was easy enough la criticise and 
a goad deal more difficult sometimes to remedy 
the thing criticised; but he thought that, with- 
out being too sanguine, he might express 
his confidence that the sub-committee of the 
Board would hit upon a better scheme with 
referenre to cubicles and would be able to sug- 
gest to the Government someamendment of 
section 154 which would press less hardly upon 
the poor people in this Colony who were mar- 
ied and. had families and wanted a certain 
amount of separation and privacy in their dwell- 
ings. 
any inembérs of the sub-committee as he sug- 
Wested that he himself should serve on the com- 
mitlee, but he ventured to sugeest as suitable 
members the President, Dr. Pearse, Mr. Lau 
Pak, Mr. Rumjahn and himself, He thought 
they would be able to discuss this matter 
thoroughly and he hoped they would be able to 
advise the Government to make such amend- 
ments in section 154 as would preserve what 
was very necessaty—the privacy of Chinese 
family life—while at the same time securing as 
far as possible such distribution of cubicles on 
the floors of the houses as would meet to the 
greatest possible extent those sunitary require- 
ments which they were all agreed were very 
necessary. 


Mr. Hewett in seconding the motion, said he 
entir-ly agreed with Mr.. Pollock that it was 
very unwise to rush too soon intocriticisins of an 
Act newly brought into forcean Act which 
they all knew perfectly well had been carefully 
considered bythe Government and by many 
people in the Colony, including the leading 
property-owners, It was admitted also that 
the Act would goa long way towards improv- 
ing the sanitary condition o Hongkong, but it 
was unforiunately evident that the particular. 
section dealing with cubicles was quite im- 
possible, Therefore he thought Mr. Pollock's 
proposal an eminently reasonble one, and 
trusted the Board would agresto accept it and 
to appoint the members named as a sub- 
committee to consider this exiremely com> 
plicated question, : 


Mr. Fung Wa Chun supported the motion, 
and said it was necessary to have a sub- 
commiltes to ‘recommend amendments that 
were urgently needed. The wholesale abolition 
of cubicles would have a severe effect on their. 
welfare; for-it would simply tend to drive all 
the respectable families from their midst.

Here, 
where the hills proffer an’ eafnest of,coolness, 
life’ again “becomes: liveable; and’ you are 
moved to envy the fortunate peop'e of Hong- 
‘kong, who dwell amid such.an environment, 
and do not know when they are well off.” 


If you happtn to be. revisiting Hongkong 
after a prolonged absence, you stare, as 
the vessel skirts the long steep slopes that lead 
upward to the Peak, to see how the place has 
grown in the last few years, Your eye lights

spur high above you, where you were wont to 
sit of a morning and look down upon green 
valleys without a single habitation. Now you 
see new roads hewn in the mountain side, and 
new houses planted about, and signs of expan- 
sion everywhere, It is the same when you 
traverse the narrow channel between Green’ 
{stand and Victoria, 2nd enter the beautiful 
harbour. The hand of the builder is visible all 
tlong the shore and the lower slopes, And as 
you turn towards the mainland, and* mark the 
forg rugged line of the heishts ‘behind Kow- 
loon, you remember that years ago the authori-| 
tics used to discuss Whether those high ridges 
might really be made a nienace against the 
colony, Now they have bein leased to Gren’ 
Britain, and with them-a great tract of land has 
pissed into our possession, The cu ious thing 
is that, unless one’s recalle.tion is’ gravely at 
fuult, it was the military experts who used to 
clamour for an extension of the. Kowloon fran- 
tict, and to talk-of forts upon hill-tops; but 
nothing seems to have been done to strengthen 
the defences of the colony in that direction:

Even the hotels 
possess their awn, a species of enterprise 
impossible in India owing to the customs 
regulations, Presently, when we are safely 
moored, and have watched for a space. the 
junks passing to and fro, and the long lines of 
shipping thatthiong the waters of Hongkong, 
a friend comes off in a trim launch and swifily 
conveys us ashore. ‘The hospitable. portals of 
the palatial Hongkong Club are always wide 
ajar for the pissing strauger,and in ten minutes 
we pre mide fice of its precincts. There isa 
certain spontaneity and promptitude aboiit the 
hospitality ofthe “Far East that never fals ta 
strike the stranger familiar with the formality 
and the comparitive aloofness of India. The 
Hongkong Club is a splendid structure, and 
contains, among other attractions, a library 
with many thousands of volumes, and a read- 
ing 100m with more newspapers and magazines 
than the present writer has ever before seen 
collected under one roof east of Suez. 


These little runs on shore form an agreeable 
break to the monotony of a long sea voyage. 


-Your s camier runs with whe punciuality of an 


express train. Days before, you are informed 
that at such an hour, on such a day, you will 
arrive at a certain place; and prompt to the 
minute—if the sea is as propt ious as it has been 
to us—the vessel glides alonyside the wharf, 
You Jand, and with the aid of patient bank 
cletks wrestle with the knolled intricacies of 
the local currency, You do a little shopping, 
you buy a few photographs and a curio or two, 
you scribble anote toa friend—in fact, you 
behave precisely as the Compleat Globetroiter 
does in every port of call the wide world over, 
VW you are in this pleasant island of Hongkong, 
you stare alittle at the Chinese swarming in 


‘the streets, you scurry. about in, rickshaws 


drawn by alert coolies, you seat yourself in a 
chair slung ona pole, and are carried to take 
téa with a friend, you strall to the funicular 
railway and climb the Peak to look orice more 
upon the.magnificent view of the harbour at 
sunset. And then, -hs night clases in, yoa re- 
wn once more to‘the Club; and thou ch you 
areten thousand miles fram home, it will be 
odd if yow do not chance to spy amid the men 
there some well remembered friend whom you 
fancied was far away in England, 


Talk in the twill ht on the verandah inevit- 
ably drifts rotnd, in the end, to local politics. 
But. first yrtt must listen to the equaily.inevit- 
able expkin.vinn that you have struck Hong- 
kong, on a ph n-menally cool day. It isa 
tale that you hie, heard in every port; but 
this ‘time you o not smile incredulonsh, for 
afer Singapore you think Hongko.g a 
refreshing paradise, Bur your friends point 
up to the Peak, towering above you, and 
declare that while for tend ys the city’at the 
water's edge has been a Turkish bath, the 
summit of the mountain. has been shrouded in 
a thick and uncomfortable inist ; and they'show 
you the clouds gathering to envelop’ it nyain. 
You preach contentment ta them, and think 
how the great cities of India would rejnice iy 
in ten minutes they could reach an altitude of 
eighteen hundred feet, with a cifference of 
sevéral de rees in temperature. It is tike being 
able to go from Bombay to Matheran to dine 
and: sleep, in half. the time that it.takes to 
teach Malabar Hill from the Fort. Then you 
hear ta’es of the horrors of.the famine now 
devastating the province of Kwangsi and horrid 
whispers of places wheré human flesh, first de- 
evoured i in sheer despair, bas not been forsaken 
when rice has become available..

For the changes then predicted are 
coming to pass, The Chinese are growing 
rapidly in wealth and influence, and some ol 
them delight to live in large houses and outvic 
the European, They have crept up slowly fron: 
the borders of the harbour, until they have ac. 
quired many of the houses in the fine terraces 
immediately above the business city, Soon few 
of, these wall remain to the Europeans, and 
then the Chinese wil! cast longing eyes at the 
fine villas on the cool heights of the Peak. 
They have plenty: of money, and cun outbid 
the Englishman, with his diminishing income, 
his costly trips to Europe, and too often his 
estab'ishment in two countries at once. When 
the Chinese start toscale the Penk, they will 
go there with a rush; and thus it will come to 
pass that, serene in. their lofty retreats, they 
will Jook down pon the unforeseeing Wnylish 
sweltering o’ nights i in the city that their fore- 
fathers: ‘squandered their lives to create as the 
Rraves in the Happy Valley bear mate witness, 
lt will be a sight for some Chinese Teiifels- 
drockh to moralise over, assbe sits alone with 
the stars. 


This is no fancy picture. Anyone who has 
lived in India, with his eyes open, can see it 
coming in Hongkong. Already, one hears, 
the Europeans on sinaller wages—not those 
born in the colony, but those who have 
migrated thither with their wives and families 
—are in some instances living.in one or two 
tooms in tenements in the midst of Chinese, 
Those with good incomes are finding it in.

Ata meeting of the Legislative Council this 
afternoon the Director.of Public Works laid on 


table the following reports of proceedings of 


this Committee at mectings held on mith 
May, and 13th aud zoth July — 
COMPLTITIVE DESIGNS FOR POST OFFICE 
“TRIEASURY, &c. 

The designs, 3 in number, were closely 
scrutinized and, after some discussion as to the 
best method of procedure, it was unanimously 
Rerced that.a comparative statement should 
first be drawn up, showing, in parallel columns, 
the requirements set forth in the conditions. of 
competition and the exten: to which these were 
fulfilled by the several designs and that this 
statement should be forwarded to the heads of 
‘departments to he housed in the new building 
with a request that they would crifitize, the 
designs and state which ‘they considered ‘Best 
in point of arrangement as. regarded their 
vations depurtinents. 

The replies to the request‘of the Committee 
for criticism of the designs submitted, which 
liad been received from the various Heads 
of Departments concerned, were read.: The 
designs were againclosély examined, especially 
with regard to the Post Office arrangements, 
the access to the offices generally, and some of 
the principal matters of arrangement affecting 
the Departments to be accommodated. Mem- 
bers having expressed themselves in favour of 
the design numbered 2, the description of the 
proposed building which accompanied that 
design was read. 

Sir C. P. Chater then moved that the design 
numbered 2 be accepted. 

Mr. Shewan seconded. 

Carried unanimously. 

It was unanimously agreed that the design 
Tumbered 1 be awarded the ‘further premium 


of $1,5c0 provided under the conditions of |- 


contpetition. 

The Chairman having asked whether there 
was any alher matter relative to the proposed 
building which Members desired to. have Jaid 
beard’ the Government, : 

Mr. Shewan moved that, in view of the great 
value of the property ; the fact that the building 


is designed to take a fourth storey; and the: 


probability that additional accommedation for 
some of the Departments to be ‘housed will be 
required atno very distunt date; the building 
should, in the first “place, be” constiuced four 
stories in height. 

Mr. Dickson seconded.
